BAGHDAD (Agencies) — Iraq, which wants 
the Gulf war included on any Arab summit 
agenda, called on Friday for a preliminary 
meeting of foreign ministers to discuss details 
and set a date for a top-level gathering. 


Foreign Minister Tareq Aziz, in 
a statement published by Baghdad 
newspapers, said: “It is necessary 
that Arab foreign ministers hold a 
preliminary meeting to set a date 
for the summit as well as dis- 
cussing other procedures." 

The Tripoli government has cal- 
led for an Arab summit to discuss 
last week's US. air attacks on 
Libya, but most Arab countries 
want the summit to discuss other 
Middle East issues including the 
Iran-Iraq war.

Syrians said to be beefing up 
defences after Reagan remarks 


GombmetLagency despatches 

A KUWAITI newspaper with 
strong Syrian connections rep- 
orted' cm Friday that Syria had 
been reinforcing its defences and 
mfiitaiy presence in Lebanon's 
Bekaa in anticipation of attack by 
Israel. 

The report by Al Qabas fol- 
lowed a statement on Wednesday 
by U5. President Ronald Reagan 
that he would respond with mil- 
itary action if the U5. had “irr- 
efutable evidence” of Syrian or* 
Iran "complicity in terrorism.” 

Citing an unidentified senior 
officer of the Syrian army units in 
Bekaa, Al Qabas said the high 
command alan has upgraded the 
alert among its armed forces. It 
said that about ISO Soviet-built 
tanks, including a number of the 
T-72 type, have been moved into 
the region. 

“We examine all eventualities, 
and we are convinced the Israelis 
this time will employ new tactics in 
dealing with us,” the paperquoted 
file officer as saying. “The Israelis 
have been training on helicopter 
parachute tactics, dropping troops 
on hills with the apparent int- 
ention of spreading confusion 
among our forces.” 


He said the Syrian command 
has gamed “information th$t the 
Israelis this time will rely basically 
on helicopter gunships in dealing 
with our armoured units.” 

"The Israelis are preparing for 
lightening strikes against vital 
(Syrian) targets, including 
surface-to-air missile batteries,” 
the officer told Al Qabas. 

Al Qabas also said that Syria 
has been assembling new 
battlefield-type hospitals in the 
Bekaa, while “reinforcing its hel- 
icopter force with aircraft that are 
being hidden in hangars built sec- 
retly for that purpose.” % 

As part of the preparations to 
confront the expected Israeli agg- 
ression, the Soviet military adv- 
isers have largely vanished from 
s^ght” in file Bekaa region, the 
paper added without elaborating. 

AJ Qabas obviously meant that 
the Soviet personnel were kept . 
out of potential collisioa locations, 
with a view to avoiding projecting 
the Soviet Union as being actively 
involved in the conflict. 

Arab diplomatic sources told 
AP the purported Syrian pre- 
parations were prompted by fears 
of possible Israeli action at U.S. 
behest. They said the Syrians took

‘‘However, US. Secretary of 
State George Shultz said on Thu- 
rsday the United States did not 
have plans for military retaliation 
against Iran or Syria if they are 
linked to “terrorist acts.”

The president said that “we 
must have the same policy” in dea- 
ling with state-supported ter- 
rorism when irrefutable evidence 
existed. 

Asked whether this meant using 
force against Damascus or Teh- 
ran, Mr. Reagan said: “Yes, if we 
had that kind of evidence .”

5 Civil Guards killed 
in Madrid explosion 


MADRID (Agencies) — A pow- 
erful car bomb exploded on Friday 
in central Madrid, killing at least 
five Civil Guards, and injuring 
four more guards and four civ- 
ilians, officials said. 

Joaquin Leguina, president of 
the Madrid government' region, 
told Spanish Television that the 
Mast appeared to be the work of 
ETA, the Basque separatist org- 
anisation. 

Police said the Qvfl Guards 
were riding in a Land Rover that 
had picked them up from their 
nighfs watch duty at the nearby 
Italian embassy. 

Three of the Civil Guards died 
instantly when the car bomb exp- 
loded on Juan Bravo street in the 
fashionable Salamanca nei- 
ghbourhood, authorities said. 
Another two died an honr later in 
hospital. 

The driver was in critical con- 
dition at the Red Cross hospital 
along wife three civilians, hospital 
sources said. Three other gua- 
rdsmen were injured. 

The bomb was set off by remote 
control during the morning rush . 
hour. 

Officials said the blast bore die 
hallmarks of the ETA which lolled 
37 people last year in its fight for 
file independence of the Basque 
country. 


The blast, caused by an est- 
imated 50 to 60 kilos of exp- 
losives, blew two gaping holes in 
the wall of the maternity wing of 
the Nuestra Senora de Rosario 
hospital. 

■Pblice, who had been on the 
alert for Basque attacks in the 
run-up to an early election on 
June 22, sealed off roads leading 
out of the capital. They detained a 
man shouting pro-ETA slogans at 
the scene of the bombing, wit- 
nesses said. 

Residents of the district gat- 
hered and demanded the sadringJ 
of Interior Minister Jose Bar- 
rionuevo and the release of former 
General Jaime MUans del Bosch 
and former Lieutenant-Colonel 
Antonio Tejero, both jailed for 30 
years for their part in an abortive 
military coop five years ago. 

The attack came shortly before 
Mr. Bamonuevo reported to the 
cabinet cm steps against guerrilla 
violence decided on Thursday in a 
meeting of European Community 
minis ters in The Hague.

Briton 
shot dead 
in Lyons 

LYON, France (Agencies) —The 
regional director of the American 
firm Blade and Decker was shot 
and killed on Friday outside his 
suburban home by an unknown 
gun man , police said. 

He was identified as Kenneth 
Marston, 43, a Briton. Mr. Mar- 
ston was shot twice, once in the 
chest and once in the stomach. 

Mr. Marston worked as director 
of the French subsidiary of Black 
and Decker, known for producing 
power tools. 

Witnesses told Reuter they saw 
a lone hooded man running away 
after the attack at around 8.15 
a.m. (0615 GMT) in the wealthy 
Lyons suburb of Ecully, where 
Mr. Marston had lived for almost 
two years. 

Police refused to speculate if the 
attack was criminally motivated or 
the latest in a series of attacks by 
left-wing guerrillas on prominent 
businessmen and defence officials.. 

Armed attacks at the target’s 
home are a hallmark of the ext- 
reme left-wing group Action Dir- 
ecte. 

Earlier this month the group 
tried to kill the vice-president of 
the French employers' ass- 
ociation, Guy Brana, as he left his 
suburban Paris home for work, 
but missed him. 

Action Directe assassinated 
Rene Audran. a top defence off- 
icial, in January last year, and tried 
but failed to kul a second military 
official in July. 

Later on Friday, an anonymous 
caller claiming to represent an 
Arab group called two news age- 
ncies to claim responsibility for 
the Marston killing. 

In a call to a French news age- 
ncy, an apparently recorded voice 
said: “We are a s mall Arab group. 
We claim responsibility for the 
attack this rooming against the 
director of Black and Decker in 
reprisal for (inaudible) Ame- 
rican.” 

In another call to a British age- 
ncy, the name of the group was 
inaudible except for the word 
“Arab.” The recorded voice said: 
“We will destroy all American and 
English imperialist interests in the 
world, wherever they are.” 


Israeli settler stabbed 


OCCUPIED WEST BANK 
(Agencies) — An Israeli settler 
was stabbed on Friday by an uni- 
dentified attacker in the mar- 
ketplace of the occupied West 
Bank city of Hebron, Israeli off- 
icials said. 

The yonth suffered light wou- 
nds and was given first aid on the 
spot, said the officials. They said 
security forces imposed a curfew 
and began searching for the att- 
acker. 

Israel Radio identified the 
youth as the son of the head of the 
religious council in the Jewish set- 
tlement of Kiryat Arba just out- 
side Hebron some 32 kilometres - 
south of Jerusalem. 

The radio said the Kiryat Arba 
council reacted by sen ding a tel- 
egram to Israeli Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin. 

Hebron, with a population of 
50, 000 is the largest city in the 


southern part of the West Bank. 

It was the first attack on an Isr- 
aeli in Hebron since a soldier was 
stabbed to death and another 
wounded last September. 

Past attacks against Kiryat Arba 
settlers have drawn strong rep- 
risals from the settlers, some of 
whom formed a Jewish terrorist 
cell since broken up by the police. 

Israeli troops searched Hebron 
for the unidentified assailants and 
sources quoted by Reuter said 
Palestinians were detained for 
questioning. 

Hebron has often been the 
scene of Israeli -Palestinian vio- 
lence. Tension has been high rec- 
ently following a political con- 
vention in Kiryat Arba of the 
ultra-nationalist Tehiya party. 

Both Gush Emunim and the 
Peace Now movement planned to 
conduct tours of Hebron for their 
sympathisers next week.

Al al Bait conference participants 
pay tribute to late Sheikh Qattan

AMMAN — Arab and Islamic 
scholars participating in the fifth 
annual conference of the Royal 
Academy for Islamk Civilisation 
Research (Al al Bait Foundation.) 
on Friday attended an eulogy in 
honour of the late Sheikh Ibrahim 
Al Qattan, who served as Jordan’s 
chief Islamic justice as well as in 
ministerial capacity. 

Speeches were delivered on' 
Sheikh Oattan's contribution to 
the Jordanian culture and his soc- 
ial merits. 

Earlier in the day, the scholars 
visited touristic, religious and arc-

The focus of Thursday’s session 
of the conference was a suggestion 
made by His Royal Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan that the Isl- 
amic Development Bank (IDB) 
should mediate private capital 
transfer among member ‘Islamic*- 
coun tries to solve the problems of 
financing faced by some of its 
member countries. 

The IDB could help in solving 
these problems through tra- 
nsferring deposits of capable 
member countries to the b anks 
and financial institutions of other 
member states which suffer def- 
iciencies iu their savings. Prince 


Ha&san said. 

The Crown Prince said capital 
transfers are presently done thr- 
ough three channels two of which 
involve official aids and loans 
given by governments and nat- 
ional and regional institutions 
white the third involves private 
investments and deposits. 

But while the capital transfer 
through the first two channels 
constitutes the basic link in Islamic 
development cooperation, the 
transfer of private capitals "is still 
faring many obstacles which imp- 
ede its influx Prince Hassan said . 

Future needs of developing Isl- 
amic countries to finance their 
development projects warrant the 
transfer of private capital through 
effective means that would fac- 
ilitate its influx, the Crown Prince 
■explained. 

"This step would enable any 
Islamic country which suffers from 
shortfalls in its savings due to lack 
of enough capital and foreign cur- 
rency to make use of its budget,” 
he said. “It would also provide an 
opportunity for die employment 
of surplus capitals of other cou- 
ntries,” he added. 

The Prince concluded that the 
increase in the foreign 1 debts of 
some Islamic countries adds urg- 
ency to the need for facilitating of 
private capital transfer through 


the IDB. "Thus the surplus capital 
would replace high interest rate 
foreign loans and would finance 
development investments in Isl- 
amic countries which lack enough 
access to foreign currency." he 
said. 

IDB Presklent Ahmad Moh- 
ammad Ali praised the Prince's 
suggestion and contributions to 
the tenth annual IDB conference 
which was held in Amman last 
month. 

Dr. Ali promised that the IDB 
will implement the Prince’s pro- 
posal and said that a special com- 
mittee will be formed to study the 
IDB's future involvement in med- 
iating private capital transfer, 
among its member states. 

Dr. Nezval Yalcimas. head of 
the research department at the 
IDB in Jeddah, presented a wor- 
king paper on obstacles which 
hamper conducting researches on 
Islamic economics. 

The working paper was written 
in cooperation with a number of 
experts from the Islamic Research 
and Training Institute. 

In his paper Dr. Yalcmtas said 
that contemporary research on 
Islamic economics “is cha- 
racterised by the availability of 
high standard and organised lit- 
erature on the subject. 
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Collett’s U.N. colleagues appeal 
to captors despite hanging claim 


BEIRUT (AP) — U.N. colleagues of kidnapped Bri- 
tish journalist Alec Collett appealed to his captors to 
release him Friday despite a claim by a terrorist 
group that it hanged him . to avenge the U.S. air 
attack on Libya. 


Hie appeal was published as a 
front-page advertisement in Bei- 
rut’s independent newspaper An 
Nahar to which the kidnappers 
delivered a videotape two days 
ago purporting to show the 64- 
year-old writer dangling from a 
gallows. 

“Alec Collett is a highly res- 
pected man for his U.N. services 
and concern about human rights ” 
said the ad. “We appeal to you to 
let Alec Chile tt resume his work in 
the service of peace and justice.’' 

The advertisement suggests that 
Collett’s colleagues doubt the 
authenticity of the 4-minute tape 


released Tuesday by the Rev- 
olutionary Organisation of Soc- 
ialist Muslims, a group believed 
linked to renegade Palestinian 
leader Abu NjdaJ.

U.S. raid on Libya could mean 
modest Mideast gain for Moscow

CAIRO — The Soviet Union, 
overshadowed by the United Sta- 
tes in the Middle East and trying 
to increase its influence, could 
make modest political gains from 
die UJS. air raids on Libya, Wes- 
tern diplomats believe. 

But they do not expect a big 
spontaneous boost in Moscow's 
fortunes or any direct Soviet ini- 
tiative to make capital out of Arab 
condemnation of Last week’s U.S. 
strikes. 

“The Soviet reaction has been 
fairly cautions,” a West European 
diplomat here said. “They are 
much more interested in the imp- 
act of the raids on East- West rel- 
ations than in the regional fal- 
lout.” 

The U.S. has dose links with 
more Arab states than Moscow, 
whose main allies in the region are 
Libya and Syria. 

The tight UJS. relationship with 
Israel angers the Arabs. But Arab 
diplomats say it gives Washington 
more influence than Moscow in 
long-term peace moves and makes 
the US. a vital player, while the 
Kremlin has no direct role. 

In the past year, Soviet pol- 
icymakers have been trying to rec- 
tify tiud^itnatiouby wooing mod- 
erate Arab states. 

Kremlin chief Mikhail Gor- 
bachev expressed solidarity with 
Libyan leader Muammar Qadhafi 
after the U.S. raids, and “moral, 
political, diplomatic and militaiy 
support” for Libya. 

But Western diplomats in Mos- 
cow said the Soviet stand was 
low-key, reflecting fear of ah- ! 
enating Arab moderates. 

The Soviet Union “will seek to 
take advantage of any dis- 
comfiture the Americans may feel 
.in the Third World, but nothing 
much more,” a diplomat in Cairo 
said. 

The Kremlin has sought to 
promote an international Middle 
East peace conference, which 
Arab states back, which would 
involve it in the stalled peace pro- 
cess — if terms can be agreed to 


get Israel and the Palestinians 
round the table. 

Moscow has also tried to inc- 
rease its influence in Egypt and 
the Gulf states, which have dose 
military, economic and political 
links with Washington. 

Visits to Cairo by two senior 
Soviet officials in the past month 
have boosted lukewarm ties clo- 
uded by a stormy history and rows 
over Egypt’s repayments of S3 bil- 
lion in old debts for Soviet wea- 
pons. 

NEWS ANALYSIS 

Egypt was Moscow’s main Arab 
ally until 1972 when president 
Anwar Sadat expelled 17,000 
Soviet advisers, turned to the U-S. 
for arms and suspended debt 
payments. The chfll ended only 
two years ago when ambassadors 
were exchanged. 

A big diplomatic coup for Mos- 
cow would be establishment of 
relations with Saudi Arabia, cat 
four decades ago.

U.S. blasts 
non-aligned 
ministers 
at U.N. 

UNITED NATIONS (R) - The 
United States has accused the 
Non-Aligned Movement of being 
one-sided after it condemned the 
U.S. raids on Libya last week. 

“They should know my country 
is deeply indignant and will not 
forget this totally one-sided view 
of recent events," US. Amb- 
assador Gen, Vernon Walters told 
the Security Council. 

Gen. Walters, speaking after 
criticism of Washington by a mov- 
ement delegation which visited 
Tripoli last Sunday, asked how 
many Americans had to die before 
the United States was regarded as 
havmg the right to take action. 

Indian Foreign Minister Bali 
Ram Bhagat, who led the five- 
member delegation, slammed 
what he termed “the latest agg- 
ression” and expressed regret that 
the Security Council failed to take 
decisive action over the attack. 

A council resolution con- 
demning Washington for the raid 
was vetoed earlier this week by the 
United Slates, France and Britain. 

Mr. Bhagat said the delegation, 
which included the foreign min- 
isters of Cuba and Yugoslavia and 
delegates from Ghana and Congo, 
saw damage to lives and property 
caused by the attack. 

Yet, he said, Libyan leader 
Muammar Qadhafi spoke more in 
sorrow than in anger about the 
raid and rejected U.S. charges that 
Libya was behind recent attacks. 

Yugoslav Foreign Minister Raif 
Dizdarevic said: “We heard words 
of condemnation but not of rev- 
enge, neither from the ordinary

Qadhafi remains Libya strongman 


TRIPOLI (R) — Col. Muammar 
Qadhafi remains the undisputed 
leader of Libya 10 days after U.S. 
air raids shook his home and his 
capital. His image is everywhere. 

Fresh portraits of die man Lib- 
yans cali the leader of the rev- 
olution have been plastered on 
Tripoli streets, showing Col. Qad- 
hafi in his bedouin tent looking 
upwards in a spiritual gaze. 

On television, file pictures show 
him piloting a patrol boat, waving 
clenched fists to African masses 
on a foreign trip, and inspiring 
Libyan factory workers with a 
speech. 

Since the raids he has kept an 
unusually low profile that pro- 
mpted speculation over his hold 
on power in this North African 
country of 3.5 million people. 

But while the speculation per- 
sists, diplomats say there is so far 
no evidence of a serious challenge 
to his .(7-year rale. . 

There was a palpable.sense af 
relief 6’ttre ,wfcen Col. Qadhafi, 4-* 
addressed the "nation oh television 
last week, 48 bouts after U.S. 
F-l 1 1 bombers streaked over Tri- 
poli in the early hours. 

The appearance stifled the wil- 
dest rumours on his health and 
whereabouts. He was variously 
said to be dead, recovering in the 
Soviet Union from wounds and 
hiding in Sudan. 

But since die raids Col. Qad- 
haffs only two public app- 
earances, at a Tripoli hospital and 
graveyard, have been hurried and 
unannounced. There have been 
none of the mass rallies he whi- 
pped up in past moments of crisis. 

Diplomats say there has been an 
increasing distribution of public 
functions among top army officers 
who rose to power with Col. Qad- 
hafi in a 1969 conp. 


Col. Qadhafi left the task of 
addressing the large foreign press 
corps to bis number two. Abdul 
Salam Jalloud, who rarely makes 
major policy statements or gives 
news conferences. 

Another aide. Khuwefldi Ham- 
eidi, received a delegation of 
non-aligned ministers who came 
to express solidarity with Libya, 
and delivered a hard-line speech 
at a funeral calling for armed str- 
uggle against the United States 
and Britain. 

Chief of Staff Abu Bakr Younis 
Jaber meanwhile received the vis- 
iting defence ministers of Sudan 
and Burkina Faso. 

Only army Inspector-General 
Mustapha Kharoubi has not been 
publicly active since the raid. 

The four officers and CoL Qad- 
hafi are the remaining figures of 
the Revolutionary _ Command 
Council that took - pouter in 1969 
and are referred to as the “historic 
leadership;”- * f . • :• 

Observers beHeve^CoL Qadhafi 
faces no threat from any of the 
four, who lack independent pop- 
ular support. “They all derive 
power from Qadhafi,” said one. 

“He is still very much the guiding 
spirit.” 

Diplomats say it is virtually 
impossible to know for sure what 
has happened within the inner cir- 
cle of leaders over the past week.-

Libya has portrayed 
its defence forces, particularly the 
air force, as national heroes for 
what it says was an American def- 
eat. 

Among the ordinary pop- 
ulation, observers believe there is/ 
widespread indignation over the 
raid and the high civilian cas- 
ualties which may translate into 
more support for Col. Qadhafi. 

On the other hand, as one obs- 
erver put it: "The civilian pop- 
ulation has been confronted with 
the consequences of Col. Qad- 
haffs policies. They may not have 
liked it.”

Decree endorses air transport accord 

AMMAN -(Petrs) — A Royal Decree has been issued endorsing 
an agreement between Jordan and Egypt on cooperation in air 
transport affairs through their national airlines. The agreement 
cover matters connected with landing rights and airport ope- 
rations in both countries. 

Nsonr returns from ECWA muring 

AMMAN (Petra) — Minister of Planning Abdullah Nsour has 
returned to Amman from Baghdad after heading Jordan’s del- 
“ e meeting of the Economic Commission for Western 
Asia (ECWA). Dr. Nsour said that the commission rlkrtnam*t the 
general economic and social conditions of the Palestinian people 
and the adverse effects of occupation on the lives of the Pal- 
estinian people. Other subjects at the two-day meeting covered 
the migration of workers in the region and the debts of Arab 
countries, he added. Dr. Nsour said that ECWA will shortly 
conclude agreements with Jordan to help the Kingdom cany out a 
number of projects. 

Centre receives gift to teach road safety 

AMMAN (Petra) — The Haya Arts Centre has received a gift of 
20 small vehicles designed -to help children team about traffic 
regulations. The gift came, from the Rdyal Dutch Shell Company 
and was presented by the company's representative in Jordan 
Hjlmi Ai Omari to Health Minister 7-airf Hamzeh in his capacity 
as chairman of the centre’s board. Dr. Hamzeh voiced app- 
reciation for the gift which, be said, will be used to help children 
(earn about care and traffic rules at the centre’s model traffic 
school. The school, the first of its type in the region, was opened 
by Their Majesties King Hussein stnd Queen Noor in 1 979 within 
activities to mark the International Year of the Child. 

Health authorities to discuss accidents 

AMMAN (Petra) — A six-day regional symposium on ways of 
reducing accidents, particularly road accidents, will open here 
Saturday. The symposium, which will be opened by Health Min- 
ister Zaid Hamzeh, will be attended by health authorities in 
Mediterranean countries ~and the Gulf region. A ministry spo- 
kesman said that the symposium will deal with the economic and 
social effects of accidents and added that the meeting has been 
organised by the World Health Organisation (WHO) to help 
participants exchange views on preventing and dealing with acc- 
idents. 

Bus driver has heart attack at the wheel 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A bus driver died of a heart attack while 
driving a bus along the Karak -Amman road. A report in Af Ra’i 
Arabic daily newspaper said that 50-year-old Mohammad 
Ahmad Sariareh was carrying students from Karak Community 
College to Amman when he had a heart attack and slumped over 
the steering wheel. The students were able to stop the bus and 
carried the man to Madaba hospital which pronounced him dead. 
According to the same paper, 1 U people were injured when a bus 
colEded with a dumper truck near Al Ruseisheed. The local civil 
defence station helped carry the injured people to hospital.

It said 75 percent of 
the capital baefbeen acquired ftyf^S-individuals, local banks and 
financial institutions and fhe remaining 25 per cent would be 
offered to the public for a month, starting- next Wednesday.

Britain bars Libyans from aviation training

in London against the American 
and British airways as a retaliation 
for the crimes committed by the. 
American and British gov- 
ernments against the Palestinian 
and Libyan peoples." 

The London building damaged 
by the blast also contains offices of 
American airlines and American

No-one was hurt in the early 
morning blast at the British Air- 
ways office just off Oxford Street, 
one of central London’s busiest 
shopping streets.

the Beirut statement said. 

Junior Home Office Minister 
Giles Shaw told parliament there 
was no evidence linking the bom- 
bing with Libyan reprisals against 
last week's U.S. raids on Tripoli 
and Benghazi. 

Police said they were also inv- 
estigating calls claiming res- 
ponsibility on behalf of the Sco- 
ttish National Liberation Army 
(SNLA) and a group called the 
Angry Brigade (that said the blast 
was in retaliation for Britain's dec- 
ision to afkrw the United States 
the use planes based in Britain in 
the raid on Libya. 

The SNLA, which campaigns 
for an independent Scotland, did 
not say why it carried out the att- 
ack. 

A Libya’s official news agency 
on Friday blamed the US.

Mohammad Sharefeddin had said 
on Wednesday that the CIA and 
the Israeli Mossad secret service 
were planning sabotage in Europe 
to discredit Libya. 

"It has been confirmed that the 
CLA has planned and planted the 
bomb that rocked the British Air- 
ways office in London, the evi- 
dence being the timing of this ope- 
ration," the JANA news agency 
said in a brief article. 

La the French government said 
it would cut back the number of 
L Aryan diplomatic personnel and 
limit their movements, but it gave 
no details. 

A communique from the For- 
eign Affairs Ministry said the act- 
ion was being taken in accordance 
with a decision by the 12 Eur- : 
opean Community (EC) nations 
on Monday. 

In Madrid, the Spanish gov- 
ernment ordered on Friday the 
expulsion of three Libyan emb- 
assy employees and eight other- 
Libyan residents as Spain took its 
first step in implementing the EC 
sanctions against Libya. 

A Foreign Ministry statement 
said the orders were the result of 
the application of the EC san- 
ctions against Ljjjya. 

The independent ■ news agency 
Europa Press said the government, 
had informed the Libyan embassy 
in Madrid of its decision to order 


the expulsions and of another dec- 
ision to ban Libyan diplomats 
from travelling outside of the Spa- 
nish capital without previous gov- 
ernment authorisation. 

In Bonn West German gov- 
ernment spokesmen said EC sta- 
tes were examining whether they 
can inpose security checks on dip- 
lomatic baggage and diplomats 
suspected of involvement in gue- 
rrilla violence. 

The plan was discussed at a 
meeting of EC justice and interior 
ministers in The Hague on Thu- 
rsday which agreed to bolster coo- 
rdination with the United States in 
fighting "international ter- 
rorism," an Interior Ministry spo- 
kesman said. 

A Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said EC governments were att- 
empting to ascertain to what ext- 
ent checks on diplomatic baggage 
and diplomats could be carried out 
under the terms of the Vienna 
Convention on diplomatic status 
and that he expected a decision 
soon. 

The convention allows dip- 
lomats and bagg a ge basic imm- 
unity from controls unless there 
are grounds to believe a danger 
exists to life and limb, the spo- 
kesman said. 

In another development, 
French defence sources told AP 
Italy had joined France in ins- 
talling new anti-aircraft missiles 
along the Mediterranean coa- 
stline.

For u m, CAEU to draw up specific 
solutions for Arab debt problems

AMMAN — A seminar on foreign indebtedness in 
the Arab World concluded Thursday at the Arab 
Thought Forum (ATF) without agreement on the 
text of resolutions to be issued at the closing session. 


The Council on Arab Economic 
Unity (CAEU) drafted res- 
olutions which were opposed by 
senior researcher at the ATF. Dr. 
Fahed Fanek, who said they con- 
tained “generalities with no spe- 
cific solutions” to the ind- 
ebtedness problem in the Arab 
World. 

A committee comprising three 
CAEU officials and Dr. Fanek 
were commissioned to rephrase 
the text of the resolutions to come 
up with more specific solutions to 
indebtedness. The committee Ls 
expected to issue the resolutions 
during this week. 

The original draft called for the 
rationalisation of consumption in 
Arab states and for “reactivating 
the Arab Monetary Fund." It did 
not mention how these procedures 
would be implemented. Dr. Fanek 
told the seminar that resolutions 
should he rephrased so as to cha- 
nge them “from generalities to 
specifics.” 

The, seminar, which opened 
Wednesday under the patronage 
of His Royal Highness Crown Pri- 
nce Hassan, was held in pre- 
paration for a major conference 
on the same subject to take place 
next year. 

A paper on the social and eco- 
nomic impact of external ind- 
ebtedness in the Arab World and 
presented by Dr. Osama Ansari. 
an ATF researcher, reviewed fac- 
tors which have compelled most 
developing countries to resort to 
foreign borrowing. 

According to Dr. Ansari, the 
main reason that compelled dev- 
eloping countries to borrow from 
industrialised countries was the 
disparity between their economic 
expectations and their limited 
natural resources. In : ; x paper. 
Dr. Ansari said that limited nat- 
ural resources hinder developing 
countries' plans for development 
and consequently force them to 
depend on foreign debts. But. as 
they later discover, their dep- 
endence-on borrowing aggravates 


this shortcoming and leads to the 
decline of their economies in the 
medium and long term. Dr. Ansari 
said. 

.Another mistake made by dev- 
eloping countries is the misguided 
transformation from an agr- 
icultural economy to ind- 
ustrialisation. Since developing 
countries lack sufficient natural 
resources and technological kno- 
whow. Dr. Ansari said, the result 
is that agriculture is neglected and 
at the same lime they fail to keep 
up with rapid industrial dev- 
elopment in the developed world. 

Dr. Ansari also reviewed dif- 
ferent proposals to solve the pro- 
blem of foreign indebtedness in 
Arah countries. He discussed the 
policies pursued by the Int- 
ernational Monetary Fund (IMF) 
■and criticised the fund for urging 
the imposition of strict austerity 
measures on indebted countries. 

He said that in certain cases. 
IMF prescriptions could cause 
“economic and social shocks 
which could lead to negative pol- 
itical repercussions.'' 

“The Arab nation lost the opp- 
ortunity of the last decade during 
which it was not able to increase 
Arab economic cooperation due 
to an increase in oil revenues. Now 
as revenues have sharply declined, 
it would he commendable if we 
reassessed our situation more rea- 
listically to solve our problems." 
Dr. Ansari said. 

Dr. Abdul Hah Yussef Abu 
Ayyash from the Ministry of Pla- 
nning presented a paper on sur- 
pluses and investment realities in 
the Arah World. 

In his paper. Dr. Abu Ayyash 
reached the conclusion that the 
only way to achieve sound inv- 
estment in the Arah World is thr- 
ough a concerted effort between 
rich and poor countries in the 
Arab Work! and for more coo- 
rdination between Arab states in 
formulating these policies. 

He said that the Arah World is 
currently experiencing a flu- 


ctuating economy characterised 
by contradictions, a lack of vision 
and the failure to direct inv- 
estment in a way that secures Arab 
capital and its develojlment. “The 
Arab World is facing an inv- 
estment crisis represented in the 
increase of threats to their capital 
in foreign countries." Dr. Ahu 
Ayyash said, adding that at the 
same time, “there arc other Arab 
countries which are suffering the 
burden of their deteriorating eco- 
nomies. This grim and con- 
tradictory picture is surprising in 
its national dimension." 

Despite the Arab failure to suc- 
ceed in its investment policies in 
the past decade, according io Dr. 
Ahu Ayyash. the Arab World has 
succeeded in building a base for 
future policies, after absorbing 
and learning from past mistakes. 

Dr. Ahu Ayyash outlined a pre- 
scription io solve the investment 
problem in Arab slates: 

— Making available the proper 
conditions for investment with 
minimum restrictions. 

— Developing laws and legislation 
which encourages local Arab inv- 
estment. 

— Reactivating the Arab Mon- 
etary Fund. 

— The establishment of joint 
Arab financial markets within the 
framework of Arab economic int- 
egration. 

— Developing the central fin- 
ancial information hank at the 
Arah level. 

— The development and support 
of institutions dealing with eco- 
nomic feasibility studies for Arah 
economic projects. 

— An emphasis on directing joint 
Arab investments to economic 
projects that can secure Arab food 
security as a national priority. 

Mr. Abdul Hamid Zaklai from 
the Arah Fund for Economic and 
Social Development also pre- 
sented a paper on ways to tackle 
the problem of Arab foreign ind- 
ebtedness. 

Mr. Zaklai believes that fin- 
ancial assistance to a country sho- 
uld also contribute in choosing the 
appropriate technology to make 
use of what is available on the 
local and regional levels as far as 
expertise and resources. 

He said that in order to attain 
the utmost benefit from foreign 


borrowing, the funds should play a 
more efficient role in the field of 
building jnd developing human 
capabilities and skills as well as 
build the infrastructure necessary 
for the continuation of the fin- 
anced project. 

According to Mr. Zaklai. there 
should he more focus on joint 
Arah projects to strengthen 
inter-Arab economic and social 
lies. 

He called for more attention to 
be given to defining national pri- 
orities on the economic level in a 

way that the optimal use of these 

funds- is achieved. 

A paper on "the impact of ext- 
ernal indebtedness on the balance 
of payments in Arab countries." 
delivered by Dr. Adih Haddad on 
behalf of the Central Bank of Jor- 
dan. reviewed figures on external 
indebtedness in Arab states and 
defined four categories for 
credit-worthiness in the Arah 
World. 

Dr. Haddad told the seminar 
that one way to solve the problem 
of indebtedness was the res- 
cheduling of loans, expansioning 
the operation sphere of the World 
Bank and the Arab Monetary 
Fund and the application of U.S. 
Treasury Secretary James Bakers 
plan to lend S20 billion as a new 
injection funds to Third VS nr Id 
countries. 

Dr. Haddad also urged rich 
Arah countries to invest and buy 
assets in other Arab countries and 
take part in development protects 
in less developed Arab stales. 

Dr. Fanek. who is also an eco- 
nomist. said he disagreed with 
some of the recommendations 
outlined by the Central Bank. “I 
thought such remedies would agg- 
ravate the problem and delay the 
crisis." Dr. Fanek suki. This, he 
added, "does not represent a sol- 
ution. 

Dr. Fanek said that acquiring 
more loans as proposed by the 
Central Bank paper “solves the 
present problem but loans would 
accumulate and make a bigger 
problem."

EFFORTS for holding an Arab summit meeting have been revived, 
and it is hoped that the meeting will be held at Fez on Monday. It is 
encouraging news coming out of Tunis and other Arab capitals, 
because the Arab masses have been waiting for such gathering and 
hoping their leaders will do what they can to fend off danger looming 
in the offing of foe Arab World. There can be no reason whatsoever 
for further procrastination and delay, and there must be no hesitation 
on foe part of any country in view of the enormity of foe dangers and 
the disasters threatening this nation. The Arab world is confronting 
common enemies and so there must not be any excuse for any one 
lagging behind. A host of subjects await the coming summit, starting 
from foe Gulf war in foe ease to foe Palestine question and the 
situation in Sudan in foe west and south. The present inter-Arab 
differences should not stand in the way of a summit designed to tackle 
such important questions, detrimental to the Arabs and affecting 
their present and future generations. 


The long debate within America 
over what to do about the problem 
of so-called “international ter- 
rorism 71 apparently came to an 
end last week, with President 
Reagan’s long-promised decision 
to send US. bombers against 
Libya in retaliation for attacks on 
U5. citizens in Europe. This time 
there was little pretext about def- 
ending international law, unlike 
tire brisf dash , between the two 
states over the Gulf of Sirte late 
last month — it was simply foe use 
of a stronger force in response to 
tiie alleged use of terrorist force. 
At any rate, tire attack had 
been long in coming, and foe deb- 
ate in foe U.S. was not so much an 
informed discussion as a blu- 
dgeoning of Congress, the press, 
and public opinion into wide- 
spread acceptance of the use of 
retaliatory force. This process was 
occasional by foe Reagan adm- 
inistration's unquestioning acc- 
eptance of the Israeli definition of 
the issues at stake, and by the all- 
too complicitous Arab extremist 
groups, who virtually taunted 
Reagan by providing pretext after 
pretext for retaliation (and not so 
coincidentally throwing yet more 
obstacles in foe path of foe more 
moderate Arab leaders struggling 
to create a peace process). 

Hie decision to strike 

The eventual decision to deal 
with Libya by mililaiy means was 
probably foreordained as far back 
as 1983, a year which saw U.S. 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
apparently expend all of his non- 
too -formidable diplomatic skills 
in foe achievement of the sin- 
gularly stupid, shortsighted and 
stillborn May 17 agreement in 
Lebanon, and in which President 
Ronald Reagan endured perhaps 
foe most painful hours of nis pre- 
sidency when he personally con- 
doled each of foe 242 families of 
foe Marines slam by a truck bomb 
in Lebanon. From that October 
day, Mr. Shultz forgot bis role as 
foe nation's foremost diplomat 
and has seldom since failed to 
seize any public opportunity to 
emphasise in shrill tones the need 


retaliation for alleged terrorist 
attacks against UJS. targets, even 
if such a policy resulted in the 
death of innocent civilians.

Surprisingly, but perhaps not 
too much so, one of foe last men to 
board Shultz’s retaliation train 
was Secretary of Defence Caspar 
Weinberger. In a strange reversal 
of roles. Secretary Weinberger 
long counseled caution and dip- 
lomacy, with a strong emphasis on 
the need for an allied policy in res- 
ponse to “terrorist” attacks, 
while Mr. Shul tz incessantly urged 
a military course of action- In the 
end. a U-S.-led European con- 
sensus against the states charged 
with sponsoring terrorism could 
not be orchestrated, and Mr. Wei- 


nberger was undoubtedly faced 
with questions as to just what the 
purpose of his trillion dollar war 
machine was if not to defend 
American interests around foe 
globe. His submission was pro- 
bably eased by the selection of 
Libya as a target. Like Grenada 
and Nicaragua before it Libya 
was relatively weak and isolated in 
foe international community, and 
not likely to muster a counter- 
attack capable of discrediting 
Mr. Weinberger's carefully nur- 
tured m Hi taiy-industri al -bureau- 
era tic empire. 

So the decision to strike back 
was taken, and the response to kil- 
ling was, as it so often is, to kill in 
return. Since we are likely to see 
more of the same in foe days to 
come, particularly where even a 
hin t of Libyan complicity in a ter- 
rorist attack can be asserted, it is 
important to consider what this 
decision means, and what it por- 
tends for the future. 

Significance of the attack 

First and foremost, the decision 
to strike Libya indicates yet a far- 
ther and more dangerous capture 
of America's foreign policy mak- 
ing apparatus with regard to the 
Mxidle East by Israeli interests. 
Those who take offence at this 
assertion must in all honesty car- 
efully consider just how com- 
pletely America's policy of mil- 
itary retaliation accords with Isr- 
aeli d efiniti ons of foe issues inv- 
olved in terrorism and Israeli pre- 
scriptions for dealing with ter- 
rorist actions. Far a disconcerting 
look at foe remarkable con- 
gruence of U.S. and Israeli att- 
itudes and policies towards “int- 
ernational terrorism,' 1 one has 
onlyto pick up the April 14 issue 
of Time Magazine and read thr- 
ough its spedal section “How to 
Fight Terrorism.” 

The body of the special section 
is written by bone other than Isr- 
aeli Ambassador to foe United 
Nations Benjamin Netanyahu, 
and is drawn from a forthcoming 
book edited by Mr. Netanyahu 
entitled Terrorism: How the West 
Can Win. The opening paragraph 


faring foe West in terms ala- 
rmingly similar to those finally 
adopted by foe Reagan adm- 
inistration: “The realisation that 
wild beasts prowl oar airways and 
waterways, that they can escape 
retribution by fleeing to countries 
that respect, indeed worship, foe 
lawof tiie jungle, has steadily-been 
replacing our older conception of 
justice, order and accountability 
in mternttional affairs." Beg- 
inning with “ Mad Dog,” President 
Re'gan’s latest appellation for foe 
Libyan leader in the mutual 
name-calling that has cha- 
racterised the childish and pet- 
ulant approach of these two lea- 
ders towards each other, Reagan's 
assessment of foe actors and issues 
involved in terrorism mirrors pre- 
cisely Netanyahu’s description of 
foe terrorist challenge to civ- 
ilisation. 

According to Netanyahu, foe 
terrorist “parts company with 
humanity 7 ' and “declares a total 
war on the society he attacks” by 
his willingness to make war on 
noncombatents. For this reason. 


only a “refusal to yield and a rea- 
diness to apply force” can stop ter- 
rorism, and foe risk of civilian cas- 
ualties should not inhibit a mil- 
itary response in the fight against 
terrorism. 


The Israeli approach 

To demonstrate the eff- 
ectiveness erf this approach, Mr. 
Netanyahu points to the exp- 
erience of Israel since foe early 
1 970s, and wifojparticular pride to 
the fact that since foe Entebbe 
rescue operation in 1975 (in which 
his older brother, Colonel Jon- 
athan Netanyahu, died) not a sin- 
gle Israeli plane has been hij- 
acked. He argues that because ter- 
rorists know both that Israel will 
not give in to their demands, and 
that Israel rpatntatns and will use 
•highly-skilled and effective 
counter-terrorist forces, they axe 
deterred from attacking Israeli 
targets.

ces archives for 1948, Morris 
takes a giant step toward nar- 
rowing foe gap between foe now 
traditional Israeli mythology of a 
voluntary Arab exodus and Arab 
assertions of a brutal expulsion. In 
short, his findings support in large 
measure the Arab and Palestinian 
version of events during 1948. He 
argues that particularly in Arab 
towns within striking distance of 
securely held and strategic Jewish 
cities, Israeli military operations 
“were designed to induce civilian 
panic and flight.” He cites psy- 
chological warfare such as the 
dropping of leaflets on the Arab 
towns, as well as heavy bombingof 
population centres, including foe 
use of incendiaries, as methods 
employed towards this end. Mor- 
ris also confirms that at least some 
erf foe Arab exodus, as in the exa- 
mple of foe town of Lod, was spu- 
rred by mass slaughter of civilians 
by Israeli forces. In addition, his 
research shows that foe exodus 
was in part the manipulation of 
civilian populations for strategic 
purposes, in that foe fleeing Arabs 


served to clog the main roads that 
the Arab Legion could otherwise ^ 
have used tor avenues of cou- 
nterattack, and that foe need to 
care for refugees retarded foe 
Arab wax effort. Of this Morris 
reports the dismayed view of 
Mapam leader Meir Ya’ari, “How 
easily they speak of how it is pos- 
sible and permissible to take 
women, children and old men and 
to fill the roads with them because 
such is foe imperative of strategy/’ 

Morris also uncovered the fol- 
lowing guidelines for behaviour 
towards the Arab population in an 
in-house Palmach journal dated 
11 August 1948: “Not every civ- 
ilian is an enemy, but ... every per- 
son must be seen as .a potential 
enemy .... They must be forced to 
cany out your orders quickly ... 
One must not be deflected by 
pleas from women and old men 
and by their crying.” 

Benjamin Netanyahu, in his 
Time essay, wrote of “one of ter- 
rorism’s most pernicious effects: it 
blurs the distinction between 
combatants and noncombatants, 
foe central tenet of foe laws of 
war.” The research of his fellow- 
Israeli. Benny Morris, shows that 
foe Israeli army began breaking 
one of foe central “laws of war” at 
least as early as 1948, and in a far 
more systematic and perniciously 
effective manner than today’s ter- 
rorists. 

In conclusion, foe exclusrvist 
vision oo which the modern state 
of Israel was founded meant that it 
could be created and maintained 
only through the use of brute and 
indiscriminate violence against its 
neighbouring Arab populations. 
Nearly forty years of “get tough” 
and “iron fist” policies have not 
brought Israel peace and security, 
and the military escalation the- 
reby necessitated has created an 
internal moral dilemma for Isr- 
aelis far more threatening than the 
Arab and irregular forces arrayed 
against it. Now Israel seems to 
have convinced the'Reagan Adm- 
inistration that with regard to foe 
Middle East it, too, sbould pen- 
sion off its diplomats and pursue 


bludgeoning uncooperative reg- 
imes into submission by military 
means. Posing as courage in the 
face of terrorist threats, such a pol- 
icy actually reveals weakness in 
foe face of foe Israeli lobby, which 
has succeded in preventing foe 
United States from even debating 
foe real issues in foe Arab- 
Pal estiuian -Israeli conflict. With 
the path of meaningful neg- 
otiations towards a just settlement 
of foe confHcr'apparen tly blocked, 
the U.S. naturally folds itself 
under attack, and feels obliged to 
respond in kind. But foe exp- 
erience of Israel should here serve 
as a warning, and if the UJS. wants 
to avoid a future of increasing mil- 
itarisation in foe face of con- 
tinuous low-level conflict, com- 
bined with a moral undermining of 
the basis for its state and society, it r - 
had better change course.

Al Dustour : Europeans strengthen

IT has become clear now that foe United States administration has 
been able to drag European countries behind it, forcing them to 
impose sanctions on Libya under foe pretext of combating “int- 
ernational terrorism”. The Europeans have now curtailed the num- 
ber and foe movement of Libyan diplomats in their countries and are 
taking measures to impose economic sanctions on Tripoli. This att- 
itude has given President Reagan further momentum, and he has 
now started issuing fresh statements about foe possibility of another 
American strike not only against Libya, but other countries in foe 
region as welL Reagan said he will discuss this question in particular 
with his colleagues at foe coming Western industrialist nations sum- 
mit in Tokyo. What sbould be noted here is foe fact that all liberation 
movements and foe struggle for freedom by the Palestinian and other 
peoples are being viewed as acts of terrorism and are being con- 
fronted by Europe and the United States. These liberation mov- 
ements against colonial rule is a right for all humans as endorsed by 
the United Nations, and we have to re-emphasise that resistance 
against occupation rule is a right for foe Palestinians, regardless of 
foe threats and reprisal actions by hostile nations. 

Sawt Al Shaab : Arab summit is a must 

MOROCCO is to be commended for its relentless efforts to convene 
an Arab summit meeting and help Arab leaders to review the dangers 
that continually threaten their nation. An Arab summit is a must, in 
view of the current circumstances, but it is also a right for foe Arab 
masses, since it alone can take decisions of great value and effect, 
influencing the present and future. The summit should not be all- 
owed to serve as an arena for outbiddings and for further instigation 
by one Arab state against another, but ought rather to serve as an 
element of unity and a means for forging Arab forces into a single 
power, capable of defending foe Arab Nation's interests and rights. 
Such summit should not remain ineffective or rendered impotent but 
must be made able to take decisions that can initiate joint action. The 
-summit should not be convened for the sole purpose of discussing 
American raids on Libya while at the same time Libya continues to 
supply arms to Iran to attack and launch raids on other Arab cou- 
ntries. The summit should discuss all issues of concern to the Arabs, 
and sbould not be made to serve the interest of one state at the 
expense of others. 


RECENT EVENTS surrounding 
the American air strike on Tripoli 
and Benghazi should dampen the 
instinctive enthusiasm in Israel to 
this first great-power attack on a 
centre of international terrorism. 
The attack appears to have failed 
on its unannounced but generally 
recognised objective: Qadhafi is 
alive, as is his control of foe regime 
in Libya. Reports are conflicting 
as to whether a military coup, with 
American encouragement, pla- 
nned to time wifo the aerial attack, 
ever materialised, or, if att- 
empted, was quickly suppressed. 

As a reprisal raid, punitive in 
nature, the American military eff- 
ort is likely to have marginal, and 
even negative influence cm foe 
behaviour and policy of the Lib- 
yan regime. Ths is foe lesson that 
should have been learned from 
Israeli experience. Reprisal raids 
in the 1950’s did have a sobering 
effect on Jordan and Syria. With 
regard to Nasser's Egypt, how- 
ever, they appear to have been 
counter-productive. Indeed, it 
was only after the reprisal raid on 
Gaza in 1954, wifo its particularly 
heavy Arab casualties, that Nasser 
permitted Arab Liberation forces 
a certain freedom of action within 
foe Gaza Strip. 

The varying effect of the app- 
lication of superior military 
power, such as reprisal raids or 
punitive bombing, appears to 
depend on the nature of foe reg- 
ime against which it is applied. In 
this respect, Qadhaffs Ubya is, in 
important respects, dose to foe 
model of Nasser’s Egypt There 
seems to be a similar rev- 
olutionary enthusiasm and foe 
mass siqiport that goes wifo it 
Qadhafi since, he overthrew foe 
monarchy in 1969, has generously 
disbursed some of Libya's pet- 


roleum revenues on bousing, edu- 
cation, health, and other social 
Services. At the same time, he has 
been a model of frugality in his 
personal life. His Bedoum tent is a 
source of national {Hide, much as 
• was the wood-frame bungalow of 
President Yitzhak Ben-Zvi in Isr- 
ael two decades ago. 

The danger to Israel from rec- 
ent developments, however, is 
from the way American, rather 
than Libyan, policy may change. 
True, at present there appears to 
be a heightened sense of ide- 
ntification with Israel's war aga- 
inst te r roris m . As American int- 
erests in foe Arab world reassert 
themselves, this may be reversed, 
wifo an emphasis on the American 
policy aims ctf foe recent military 
effort. 

More precisely, there may be an 
American effort to balance foe 
effect of foe attack on Libya in the 
eyes of Arab opinion by con- 
ciliatory moves towards pro- 
Western Arab regimes. This may 
well be paid in Israeli coin. 

One possfoility is foe drawing of 
a line between foe global rev- 
olutionary activities of Qadhafi, 
reaching into foe Caribbean area, 
where American interests are par- 
amount, and purely nationalist 
Arab movements , such as Arafat? s 
PLO. This would be a natural dev- 
elopment, if *— as some have sus- 
pected — foe attack on Libya was 
motivated in large measure by 
Reagan’s failures wifo regard to 
Central America, both in Con- 
gress and in foe area, rather than 
by developments in foe Med- 
iterranean. It would also be aided 
by the checkered history of Qad- 
hafTs relations wifo Arafat 
In foe early 1970’s, the Fatah 
envoy .in Tripoli, Ahmed Abdel 
GhaSfar, -was won over by his Lib- 


yan hosts and defected from foe 
mainline Palestinian organisation 
that he had becQ sent to represent. 
A Ubyan detachment took part in 
the Arab peace-keeping force dur- 
ing foe Lebanese civQ war, before 
it was replaced by an all-Syrian 
army. The Libyans do not appear 
to have been particularly active in 
support of foe Palestinians. At the 
climax of the Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon, Qadhaffs contribution 
to the PLO was his call on foe 
besieged terrorists in Beirut to 
commit mass suicide. Qadhaffs 
identification has been wifo the 
splinter groups, today strongly 
opposed to Arafat. Therefore, if 
the Americans are so inclined, 
they can easily distinguish bet- 
ween foe Qadhafi-supported rej- 
ectionist terrorists and Arafat’s 
mam-line PLO which long-range 
American policy seeks to acc- 
ommodate within foe Western 
camp. 


A second danger for Israel is a 
weakening of American power in 
the Middle East. For Qadhafi to 
have withstood foe American aer- 
ial onslaught is almost certain to 
be interpreted in this area as an 
American defeat, however suc- 
cessful the raid may have proved 
from a tactical viewpoint. There 
may be less leverage for American 
diplomatic initiatives now than in 
the past. This may further sti- 
mulate a trend already in evi- 
dence. It is not many years since, 
the Americans reportedly int- 
ervened to restrain tiie Egyptians 
from precipitating an attack on 
Libya, hi foe recent hostilities, 
there does not appear to have 
been even a remote possibility 
that Mubarak would throw in his 
lot with foe Americans, in lau- 
nching a combined operation aga- 
inst his Libyan rival. 

American power could be wea- 
kened also by European and 
American public opinion. Mar- 


garet Thatcher, it has been rep- 
orted, would be unable today to 
give foe U.S. permission to use 
British bases fora second strike at 
Libya. Despite foe initial ent- 
husiasm in the U.S. for Reagan’s 
action, it is doubtful if public opi- 
nion would support intervention 
by American laud forces in Libya. 
Also, a turn-about in American 
opinion should not be discounted. 
While Reagan may have hoped for 
dividends wifo reagard to Nic- 
aragua from his belligerent stance 
on Lifrp, a public waty of Ame- 
rican involvement in Central 
America may project its opp- 
osition to foe administration's 
proposals in the Caribbean to foe 
Mediterranean area. 

In tire light of foe very pro- 
blematic nature of Israel's gains 
from the American action in 
Libya, welcome as it may be as a 
moral and material contribution 
To the war against tenorism, Rap- 
hael Hi tan's attempt to justify the 


Israeli invasion of Lebanon ex post 
facto, by pointing to the American* 
effort to topple Qadhaffs rule in 
Libya, is beside the point at besL 
the former Mossad agent ope- 
rative and prime ministerial adv- 
iser on tenorism. a Sharon pro- 
tege, misconceives foe basis for 
opposition to the Lebanese war. 
Does he really still believe that a 
change of regime in Lebanon, 
even if it could have been achieved 
atthe terrible cost that was paid, in 
blood and in treasure, could have 
solved either fo e security pro- 
blems along Israel's northern bor- 
der or the political problems of 
Israels confrontation with Pal- 
estinian natirmatism within the 
occupied areas? Perhaps foe gre- 
atest danger to Israel from the 
American initiative in Libya lies 
within Israel itself: that it will reh- 
abilitate foe hopes for a solution to 
Israel's dilemmas by a reliance on 
-bigger and better mililaiy adv- 
entures. 


CIA financing of U.S. Middle East studies 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass — Pro- 
fessor Nad ay Safran, until recently 
Director of Harvard University’s 
Middle East Centre, is still finding 
it hard to escape continued pub- 
licity concerning the con- 
sequences of his accepting CIA 
money for financing academic 
projects. 

The London “Economist” cor- 
respondent in Cambridge, Mas- 
sachusetts. dug foe matter up 
again in a recent issue of the 
“Eoonooiist At an earlier date it 
was the subject erf a “Voire” rep- 
ort. 

Professor Safran in foe first ins- 
tance is alleged to have concealed 
545,000 paid by the CIA towards 
a conference on Islamic Fun- 
damentalism. Tins matter being 
uncovered, the professor felt it as 
well that he should also tell Har- 
vard authorities about an earlier 


CIA grant of S 1 07,430 for his res- 
earch on Saudi Arabian security. 
He published his findings last year 
as a Harvard Press book — wit- 
hout any acknowledgement erf 
CIA help. 

Now a second professor of gov- 
emment and director of Harvard 1 s 
Centre for International Affairs, 
Mr. Samuel Huntington, has been 
found to have failed to tell Har- 
vard that his article in the latest 
issue of the centre's “Int- 
ernational Security Journal” was 
actually an abbreviated version of 
a CIA-financed study. 

Harvard University is row tjg- 
bteomg up its own rules in order to 
stop enment professors signing 
contracts with the QA. Where the 
CIA “sponsors" a professors' 
jteper He wfll in future be asked to 
tell the'UniveTSity. 

Professor Safran, although no 


longer director of Harvard's Mid- 
dle East Centre, is still on the uni- 
versity’s staff. 

There is, however, a loophole in 
the arrangement that future Har- 
vard academics writing wifo CIA 
cash help should “sell-air to the 
authorities. The CIA money may 
still be kept secret if foe academics 
specifically asks for privacy or if .it 
happens that disclosing CIA fin- 
ance “would move damaging to 
foe United States.” 

Many informed Americans near 
to political circles wonder how 
much other Middle East academic 
work, articles or studies are being 
or have been financed by foe 
CIA? The new “Harvard Rules" 
apply only to Harvard. How many 
of foe U.S. academics wifo an 
acute interest in Middle East aff- 
airs and an apparent commitment 
to Middle East issues obtain CIA 


money? The question remains 
unanswered, but undoubtedly the 
Central Intelligence Agency at 
Laimley, Virginia, hasatauglistof 
academics who help and advise 
when called upon. 

The CIA now holds 75 con- 
ferences a year with American 
academics. Three years ago it held 
a maximum of four such con- 
ferences a year. 

The fact is that people get taken 
in by CIA-sponsored inferences 
or indeed by QA sponsored 
books, however, worthy.

SEOUL — There will be no open 
Olympics before 1992, the head of 
the Olympic movement, Juan 
Antonio Samaranch, officially 
confirmed Friday. 

Samaranch, president of the 
International Olympic Committee 
(IOC), told' Olympic leaders from 
152 countries that no decision on 
admitting professional athletes to 
the Games would be taken until 
their opinions had been evaluated. 

The lOCs plan to alter the rules 
in time for the 1988 Seoul Games 
was effectively vetoed this week 
by delegates to the General Ass- 
embly of the Association of Nat- 
ional Olympic' Committees 
(ANOC). who insisted they nee- 
ded more, time to consider the 
implications of such changes. 

The next ANOC General Ass- 
embly is to look at the question 
again in 1988 after all 161 mem- 
ber countries have submitted their 
views, a process Samaranch des- 
cribed as indispensable to any dec- 
ision on eligibility. 

But while the Olympic mov- 
ement is taking a cautious line on 
professionalism. ANOC delegates 
.were told it was forging ahead in 
its quest for controlled com- 
mercialisation. 

Juergen Lens, a spokesman for 
ISL, the Swiss-based marketing 
consul tants contracted to the IOC, 
said sponsorship had been obt- 
ained from three major companies 
and that he expected between 15 
and 20 companies to have signed 
sponsorship deals with the IOC 
within the next year. 

Lens said 112 of the 162 Nat- 
ional Olympic Committees 


(NOCs) bad joined the pro- 
gramme for the worldwide mar- 
keting of the Olympic rings. - 

A further 20 NOCs had said 
they intended ro join the pro- 
gramme which is aimed at pro- 
viding the Olympic movement 
with a source of revenue in add- 
ition to the sale of television 
rights. 

He added ISL’s marketing plan 
had grown in importance with the 
erosion in television revenue in 
recent years. 

In response to delegates’ que- 
stions, Samaranch gave a gua- 
rantee that NOCs not wishing to 
join the ISL programme would 
not be penalised in any way. 

There was also a repeated gua- 
rantee of the safety of athletes att- 
ending the Seoul Games from 
South Korean Sports Minister 
Park Seh-Jik in response to a que- 
stion from Soviet Sports Minister 
Marat Gramov. 

Park said he was unaware of 
press reports quoted by Gramov 
of joint U.S.-Korean security 
measures to protect the 1988 
Games from any disruption by 
North Korea. 

Park added that any security 
measures would be taken within 
the framework of the special con- 
ditions existing in the Korean Pen- 
insula. 

Samaranch also noted a third 
meeting between North and South 
Korean Olympic officials would 
be held in June in an attempt to 
find a compromise solution to 
Pyongyang's demand for a share 
of the 1988 Games. 

Samaranch said he hoped the 
June meeting, to be held at the 
lOCs Swiss headquarters, would 
reach a positive conclusion.

“Why can’t OPEC do more now 
(to stabilise prices)?,” he asked. 
“Because no country can reduce 
production any more. OPEC is 
producing at less than half cap- 
acity. Non-OPEC countries are 
producing at full capacity. So you. 
must ask the other side.” 

Tile chronic problem remained 

one cfoveismply by tbe 13 mem- 
bers of tbe Organisation of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) aod its non-OPEC com- 
petitors. 

i Sheikh Yamani said OPEC 
-should be producing 16 milli on 
barrels per day (BPD) but was 
producing 17J> million. Non- 
OPEC countries, such as Britain, 
Norway, Mexico, Egypt and Ang- 
ola, were producing 500,000 to 
one minion BPD too much. 

“With that amount of oil in the 
market floating around trying to 
find a buyer, prices will come 
down ,” he said, though the decline 
in prices so for this year would 
remove a million barrels a day 
from the market by the end of the 
northern summer. 

Shdkh Yaman i said OPEC was 
unable to increase or stabilise pri- 
ces without the help of tbe non- 
OPEC producers, and called for 
the two groups to meet.

dispute 


OSLO (R) — The Norwegian 
government, invoking obligatory 
arbitration procedures, int- 
ervened Friday to end a 19- 
day-old dispute that has halted the 

nation's viral oil and gas output. 

Labour And Municipalities 
Minis ter Ame Rettedal. after 
meeting feuding ofl unions and 
employers, told reporters that the 
safety of Norway’s oil platforms 
was in danger and the dispute 
coukl no longer be tolerated. 

The conflict, which halted Nor- 
way’s 900,000 barrel -per-day oil 
output and boosted crude prices, 
began in April 6 when 670 off- 
shore cooks and cleaners went on 
strike for more pay. 

Ofl company employers res- 
ponded immediately by locking 
out more than 3,000 ofl and gas 
production workers from three, 
other trade unions. 

Mr. Rettedal announced the 
government decision to intervene 
after the unions and employers 
ended a marathon all-night neg- 
otiating session with no agreement 
in sight. 

Government officials, exp- 
laining the arbitration procedure, 
Vaid Mr. Rettedal would go str- 
aight to the weekly cabinet 
meeting where the dispute would 
be declared over and all parties 
would have to accept tbe decision 
of a state arbitrator. 

Unions Thursday said they 
might ignore the arbitration ruling 
but Friday seemed to have acc- 
epted it. Two of the four unions 
announced their members would 
return to work immediately and 
the other two indicated they 
would resume work. 

The absence of Norway's oil 
output at first boosted world crude 
prices, which are hovering just 
above 5 11 a barrel compared with 
1 ast year' s highs of more than 530.

EC ministers agree 
on farm policy reform 


LUXEMBOURG (R) — European Community (EC) 
agriculture ministers Friday reached outline agr- 
eement on crucial reform of farm policies designed 
to cut food surpluses and rein in runaway spending, 
a European Commission spokesman said. 


After five days of virtually 
non-stop negotiations, the min- 
isters agreed a new tax on cereals 
producers of three per cent and. 
for the third year running, a freeze 
in foe guaranteed levels of com- 
mon EC prices of most farm pro- 
ducts. 

The spokesman said formal 
adoption of the outline package, 
put together in 28 hours of non- 
stop talks here, would be for a 
meeting of EC farm ministers next 
month. 

He said Friday’s political agr- 
eement was finally opposed only 
by West Germany. 


It had been clear there was a 
majority for the package and no 
attempt was made to vote down 
Bonn's opposition formally. 

West German Farm Minister 
Ignaz Kiechle. who last year vet- 
oed modest price cuts of 1 .8 per 
cent, told reporters he was still 
opposed to a restrictive price pol- 
icy but said there was nothing he 
could do in the face of the opp- 
osition of the 11 other member 
states. 


He said that in the very worst 
cases West German fanners could 
now face income losses of 3 5 per 
cent. 


The outcome of the talks had 
earlier hung in the balance, with 
Spain. Ireland and Luxembourg 
all resisting the measures, but a 
number of concessions tabled h\ 
Dutch Minister Gerrit Broks. who 
chaired the talks, finally won these 
countries round. 

Some of the money raised thr- 
ough the new cereals tax will now 
be paid in aid to the worst-hit far- 
mers. In another key concession, 
the price of butter will be frozen 
instead of cut by four per cent u- 
originally proposed by the 
Brussels- based Executive Com- 
mission. 

Faced with a 1 6.S million tonne 
grain surplus and record stocks of 
unwanted beef and butter, the 
commission proposed in January a 
drastic limiting of access for far- 
mers to the EC' s web of farm price 
supports. 


Sweden to ease exchange controls 


STOCKHOLM (R) — Sweden 
Friday promised to ease its exc- 
hange controls in two key areas by 
the end of the year and announced 
it would start reducing its foreign 
debt for the first time since it bec- 
ame a major borrower in the early 
iy70s. 

The moves, foreshadowed in a 
supplementary budget for the fin- 
ancial year starting next July l. 
reflect a growing optimism here 
due to falling oil prices and lower 
interest rates. 

“We have broken out of the vic- 
ious circle.” Finance Minister 
Kjell-Olof Feldt told a news con- 
ference as he released a new set of 
figures forecasting a marked eco- 
nomic improvement this year. 

The government said it exp- 
ected inflation to rise by only 2.3 
per cent in 1986 against 5.8 per 
cent in 1985. In January it forecast 
inflation at 4.2 per cent this year. 

Instead of a 5750 million bal- 
ance of payments deficit forecast 
in January, the government t now 
sees Sweden heading for a surplus 


of 5480 million this year. In I9S5 
the country had a current account 
deficit of 51 .32 billion. 

Mr. Feldt said he was not pro- 
posing any further austerity mea- 
sures. hut was instead acting to 
ease liquidity and stimulate 
growth through deregulation of 
the economy "and such moves as 
liberalising exchange controls. 

The minister promised to lift 
restrictions on purchases of for- 
eign shares by Sw6des by the end 
of this year, saying the action was 
needed to boost international con- 
fidence in the economy and bec- 
ause too much money was locked 
up inside Sweden. 

He said he would also' allow 
Swedish companies to use their 
accumulated profits to finance 
investments abroad and would no 
longer force them to raise foreign 
loans in order to do so. 

Other controls barring for- 
eigners from buying Swedish 
domestic bonds, however, would 
remain in force, be said. 

Mr. Feldt said that because the 


controls barred Swedish com- 
panies from raking their profits 
outside Sweden, (hey had been 
using their money inside the cou- 
ntry to buy each other up and this 
had let to" ’hysteria” on the stock 
exchange. 

The minister said the lib- 
eralisation might lead to large cap- 
ital outflows out of Sweden, bu: 
added the government was pre- 
pared to raise interest rates and 
use its laree foreign exchange res- 
erves to combat this. 

He vowed the government- 
would not borrow abroad to def- 
end the currency, adding that if 
circumstances were right Sweden' 
would actually cut its foreign debt 
by five billion crowns (5700 mil- 
lion) this year. 

Goran Nindea. acting director 
of the office which manages the 
123 billion crown (517 billion) 
Toreien debt, said this would be 
the first reduction since Sweden 
became a major international bor- 
rower after the first ofl shock in 
1973. 


European tourism looks set to suffer severe setbacks 


LONDON (R) — Europe’s 
multi- mil lion -da liar tourist ind- 
ustry looks set to suffer a severe 
setback as American visitors ret- 
hink their holiday plans for fear of 
reprisals in the wake of US. bom- 
bing raids oa Libya. — 

Tourist industry bosses in Bri- 
tain, France, Italy and West Ger- 
man predicted a massive drop on 
last year’s bumper figure of U.S. 
visitors, and some said there had 
been a flood of cancellations since 
last week's strikes against Libya. 

John Healy, a London sed 
US. travel agent speaking after a 
bomb attack Thursday against a 
British Airways office in central 
Loudon, summed up die situation 


by saying: "The^ve bombed Oxf- 


ord Street — U.5. tourists are 
going to bead for tbe Caribbean, 
South America, places like that.” 
Paris had two major bomb att- 
acks in large department stores in 
December, which triggered a ste- 
ady flow of cancellations that hot- 
eliers and travel agents said was 
now accelerating. 


Gilbert Irondelle. manager of 
the showpiece Hotel Crilion in 
Paris's Place de la Concorde much 
frequented by Americans, told 
Reuters: “cancellations have been 
pretty steady since January, but 
now we are getting telexes spe- 
cifically saying I am cancelling ray 
reservation following the VS. act- 
ion In Libya.’ ” 

Fred Pearson, a member of the 
British Incoming Tour Operators 
Association, whose members acc- 
ount for some 90 per cent of tou- 
rists visiting Britain on trips arr- 
anged by travel agents, estimated 
a 50 per cent drop in the number 
of U.S. visitors compared with last 
year. 

“When you consider US. tou- 
rists spent something like £3 J bil- 
lion (5525 billion) here last year 
you begin to see what that 
means," he said. 

“But I have faith in the Ame- 
rican tourist — they are very res- 
ilient," be added. 

John Duncan of the European 
division of American Express was 


more circumspect, but admitted 
that attacks like Thursday's Oxf- 
ord Street bomb would inevitably 
have a strong influence, although 
he said it was too early to say. 

In Spain ihe authorities have 
cancelled a $2.7. million tourism 
campaign aimed at the U.S. mar- 
ket, with foe Hoteliers' Con- 
federation saying that 75 {percent 
of UJ5. and Canadian bookings for 
the summer season have been 
cancelled. But it pointed out that 
North American visitors con- 
stitute only 2.5 per cent of tourism 
in Spain. 

Air Austrian National Tourist 
Office spokesman reported a 30 
percent drop forecast in U.S. tou- 
rist bookings for this year, blaming 
It both on foe political climate and 
the Ml of foe U-S. dollar. 

“We had hoped to make a rec- 
ord business this year, but we 
won’t be able to readi that now,’’ 
the spokesman said. 

For tbe Italian tourist industry, 
the U5. raid and a subsequent 
Libyan missile attack on Italy's 


Lampedusa Island were the latest 
in a series of events which have 
played havoc with the tourist eco- 
nomy. 

The hijacking of the Italian liner 
Adiille Laura and the attack on' 
Rome’s Fiutnicino Airport last 
year conspired with the Libya cri- 
sis to damage the country’s image 
as a holiday area. 


Many hotelkeepers and travel 
agents contacted by Reuters est- 
imated that between 70 and 90 per 
cent of U.S. visitors had cancelled 
their bookings, and foe state air- 
line Alitalia reported 40,lX)0 can- 
cellations on flights between 
North America and Italy between 
January and March. 


In West Germany Rudolf Ebe- 
rhard. head of foe National Tou- 
rist Board, is seeking government 
finance for an advertising cam- 
paign in the United States to cou- 
nter what a board spokesman said

bnrile warns NPA of major counter-offensive 


MANILA (R) — Renter photographer Willie Vicoy 
and another Filipino journalist have been killed with 
six soldiers, including an army colonel, in a rebel 
ambush, prompting a warning from Defence Min- 
ister Juan Ponce Enrile Friday of a massive military 
counter-offensive. 


Mr. Enrile was quoted by the 
Philippines News Agency as say- 
ing Thursday's ambush in the nor- 
thern province of Cagayan sig- 
nalled the start of a confrontation 
between the military and ins- 
urgents. 

Viooy, 45-year-old Doyen of 
Filipino photographers, and Pete 
Mabazza, a Manila Bulletin rep- 
orter. died in Thursdays ambush 
near 'Riguegarao. about 340 kil- 
ometres north of Manila. Two sol- 
diers and Tempo newspaper pho- 
tographer Albert Garcia were 
wounded. 

‘ ‘They fired the first shot, we did 
not." Mr. Enrile said as he accused 
the Communist New People's 
Array (NPA) of shattering a 
government-initiated ceasefire. ’ 

He added: “We will have to 
take counter-action against the 
adversaries of the republic." 

Mabazza died at the scene of the 
ambush and Vicoy, a veteran of 
the Vietnam War. died Friday 
morning in hospital in Tuguegarao 
from internal bleeding from shr- 
apnel wounds. 


Military reports said about a 
dozen soldiers and the three jou- 
rnalists were on board two army 
vehicles and were returning from 
an operation when heavily-armed 
men wearing fatigues and khaki 
uniforms flagged them down. 

But as the vehicles slowed 
down, the armed men opened fire 
with automatic weapons. This was 
followed by a series of grenade 
explosions, the reports said. 

Garcia told Reuters by tel- 
ephone that he and Viooy were in 
one of the vehicles. As they slo- 
wed to a bait they heard gunfire 
and leapt out of the vehicle to take 
cover. 

He heard an explosion and saw 
the jeep overturn. Vicoy told him 
he had been .wounded' and then 
lapsed into unconsciousness. 

The rebels seized guns from 
soldiers before fleeing the area, 
Garcia said. 

Vicoy recently disclosed he had 
turned down offers fropm both 
ex -President Ferdinand Marcos 
and his successor, Cory Aquino, to 
become presidential pho- 


tographer because "I prefer to 
work for the (news) wires.” 

Colleagues believe he was the 
only Philippine photographer ever 
nominated for a Pulitzer Prize, 
one of journalism's top honours. 
He recently received a special 
award from the Philippine press 
for his work. 

Meanwhile President Corazon 
Aquino has brushed aside spe- 
culation about a possible aimed 
forces coup against her. 

She said she still had “very good 
relations'' with most of the mil- 
itary. though she admitted some 
officers remained loyal to ousted 
Presklent Ferdinand Marcos. 

“Defence Minister Juan Ponce 
Enrile and Armed Forces Chief 
Gen. Fidel Ramos have assured 
me of their support and I believe 
them.” she said m a television int- 
erview Wednesday night. 

Some officers of middle and 
junior rank have said the military 
might intervene again if Mrs. Aqu- 
ino becomes a dictator. But Gen. 
Ramos has repeatedly stressed 
that the armed forces are under 
civilian authority. 

Mis. Aquino, criticised as weak 
and indecisive by opponents, app- 
ealed for patience while her fle- 
dgling gov. mraent learns how to 
rule. 

“U's not a question of being... 
kind. It is just dial I would like 


everybody to give us time. Tune to 
get everything together, to get 
everything organised.” she said. 

“Lately there have been too 
many c ri t i c is ms." she added, cit- 
ing comments that she was not 
strong enough to prevent cabinet 
mmisters expressing contradictory 
opinions. 

“ While Mr. Marcos was around, 
people were restrained from mak- 
ing any pronouncements. And so 
now I feel my cabinet ministers are 
just giving vent to all their views,” 
she said. 

Over 170 people missing 
after ship sinks 

More than 170 people are still 
missing following me sinking of an 
inter-island passenger ship Thu- 
rsday, the Philippines News Age- 
ncy said. 

It said the confirmed death toll 
was 29 after five bodies were rec- 
overed Friday from the Visayan 
Sea in the central Philippines. 

Navy and private divers bad 
been sent to the area to try to rec- 
over victims who may have been 
trapped inside the 966-ton Dona 
Josefina, the official agency said. 

The ship left Cebu city for Man- 
ila in good weather on Wednesday 
with 414 passengers and crew. 
Rescuers bad picked up 210 sur- 
vivors. 


12 rebels Isa camp raid 


COLOMBO ( R) — Twelve Tamil 
separatist guerrillas were killed by 
security forces in a raid on a rebel 
hideout in Sri Lanka's eastern 
Trinoomalec district, the Defence 
Ministry said Friday.

South African police 
detain Catholic bishop 


JOHANNESBURG (AP) — A 
black Roman Catholic bishop has 
been detained under a South Afr- 
ican security law drafted to curb 
unrest, police said Friday. 

The detention was reported ini- 
tially by Bishop Desmond Tutu, 
one of the country’s most pro- 
minent black leaders, who said 
police had taken Bishop Sigisbert 
Ndwandwe into custody Thursday 
and were holding him on a charge 
of public violence. 

Maj. Steve Von Rooyen, a spo- 
kesman at police headquarters in 
Pretoria, confirmed that Ndw- 
andwe was being held under a sec- 
tion of the Internal Security Act 
which allows police to detain wit- 
hout warrant people whose act- 
ions are judged to be contributing 
to unrest. 

Mej. Von Rooyen said he was 
not authorised to release details 
about the circumstances of the 
bishop's detention. 

On Wednesday, Ndwandwe's 
home near the city of Klerksdorp, 
about 150 kilometres south west 
of Johannesburg, was fire- 
bombed. but there was no imm- 
ediate indication if that incident 
had any connection with his det- 
ention. 

Tutu, who is the archbishop- 
elect of the Anglican Church in 
southern Africa, said he was dis- 
tressed by Ndwandwe's detention. 

“If anyone has been working 
towards holding together a com- 
munity that was exploding, then it 


was this person.” Tutu said. “This 
is not the way to go around def- 
using this explosive situation.” 

“X can only hope that they will 
come to their senses and release 
him quickly.” 

Ndwandwe was the Bishop Suf- 
fragen of the West Rand the reg- 
ion of Transvaal province directly 
west of Johannesburg. 

In the northern town of Brits, 
several hundred white supporters 
of far-right groups disrupted a 
planned address Thursday night 
by the deputy minis ter of inf- 
ormation, Louis Nel, making 
noise for more than an hour and 
forcing Mr. Nel to leave without 
giving his speech. 

“This is the ugly face of the Afr- 
ikaner — white radicalism at its 
worst,” Mr. Nel told reporters. 

Those making the disturbance 
were members or supporters of 
white-supremacist political or 
paramilitary groups who contend 
that the dominant National Party 
is making too many concessions to 
blacks. At one point, dem- 
onstrators tore up the National 
Party flag, and others held aloft 
the swastika-like banner of the 
Afrikaner Weerstandsbeweging, 
or Afrikaner Resistance. 

President P.W. Botha, the Nat- 
ional Party's leader, said in a spe- 
ech Thursday night in Ver- 
eeniging, south of Johannesburg, 
that the government “will have to 
give political rights to all who do 
not have them.” 


New Greek 
cabinet 


sworn in 

ATHENS (R) — Greek Prime 
Minister Andreas Papandreou’s 
new cabinet was sworn in Friday 
following a reshuffle in which an 
ex-general took over as public 
oitfer minister. 

The Socialist government suf- 
fered widespread cri ticism after 
the killing of a Greek steel mag- 
nate in a busy Athens street on 
April 8 by a left-wing guerrilla 
group. 

The group has claimed res- 
ponsibility for a number of other 
killin gs over the past 11 years bit 
nobody has been charged. 

The new public order minister is 
Antonis Drosbyannis, a tough 
former general who was deputy 
defence minister in previous Soc- 
ialist cabinets. 

Mr. Papandreou signalled be 
intended to follow current eco- 
nomic policies by retaining Eco- 
nomic Minister Kostas Simitis 
who has been trying to cat Gre- 
ece's 25 per cent inflation rate and 
reduce its foreign debt of S 13 bil- 
lion. 

The ministers, including former 
film star Melina Mercouri who 
kept the arts portfolio, took their 
oaths in a religious ceremony at 
the presidential palace. 

Greek Orthodox Archbishop 
Seraphim and state President Chr- 
istos Sartzetakis presided. 

The Co mmunis t newspaper 
Rizospastis said Mr. Papandreou’s 
choice of ministers lacked political 
colour and was unlikely to change 
government policy. 

“^Papandreou) was just trying 
to give the impression that he was 
doing something to pull his sta- 
gnant government out of its dea- 
dlock,” the paper said. 

The Communist Party is among 
tiie strongest opponents of Mr. 
Papandreou’s austerity measures, 
saying they will reduce workers 
living standards to unacceptable 
levels. 

The conservative opposition 
New Democracy Party raid in a 
statement the ruling PASOK 
(Socialist) Party had exhausted all 
its possibilities and was just swi- 
tching people from ministry to 
mm is try. 


Waldheim considers U.S. 
moves to deny him entry 


VIENNA (Agencies) — Aides of 
former U.N. Secretary- General 
Kurt Waldheim said Friday they 
were e xamining reports of moves 
in Washington to bar him from the 
United States. 

“We don’t know where these 
reports come from and how they 
came out. It seems they -were lea- 
ked by the (US.) Justice Dep- 
artment, 1 ' an official of Dr. Wal- 
dheim’s campaign for the May 4 
Austrian presidential election 
sail. 

“We are trying to verify them,” 
he said. 

VJS. administration sources 
said Thursday the director of the 
Justice Department’s Office of 
Special Investigations rec- 
ommended to his superiors and to 
the State Department that Dr. 
Waldheim be puton a “ watch list” 
of people to be denied entry. 

Dr. Waldheim has denied acc- 
usations of involvement in war 
crimes during his years of service 
with the German army in Woijd 
War II, and of covering up his 
engagement in the Balkans during 
widespread atrocities against tiv- 
iUans. 

Austrian President Rudolf Kir- 
chschlaegeT said in a statement on 
Monday there was insufficient 
evidence to back up charges that 
Dr. Waldheim was involved in war 
crimes but said he must have 
known of the atrocities being, 
committed around him. 

Opinion polls have put Dr. 
Waldheim narrowly shew of his 
rival for the presidency, the Soc- 
ialist candidate Kurt Steyrer. 

Meanwhi,c Gerhard Waldheim 
says his fattier sent him to the Uni- 
ted States to defend Dr. Wal- 
dheim because “what America 

thinks matters,*’ 

Asked Thursday why his father 
had sent him to the United States, 
Gerhard Waldheim replied, “bec- 
ause America is the leading dem- 
ocracy and what America thinks 
matters." 

The accusations against Kurt 
Waldheim are election-inspired 
and unsupported and amount to 
“mandness that is hurting a lot of 
people and not helping world 
Jewry,” the son said. 

. Kurt Waldheim’s presidential 


election prospects apparently 
have not been hurt by die acc- 
usations. His popularity in pre- 
election polls actually has risen 

one or two percentage points from 

the 4 to 5 per cent lead he rep- 
ortedly had before the allegations 
began, his son said. 

He added that his father, busy 
ca m paigning , asked him to und 
ertake the US. mission because 
he didn’t want Americans to get 
an unbalanced picture staining 
Austria's image. He is working 
with Hugh C. Newton And Ass- 
ociates, a prominent Washington 
public relations firm hired for the 
same purpose by the conservative 
Austrian Peoples Party (Vol- 
kspartei) to which hts father bel 
ongs. 

Since arriving this month, Ger- 
hard Waldheim has been int 
erviewed almost daily by new 
;rs and hosts of television and 

i news and talk shows. 

He said he feels "slowly the 
message is getting through” that 
his father was not involved in atr- 
ocities while in the German army, 
and that he and Austria are ser- 
ious in wanting “to build bridges” 
to all groups victimised by war. 

Gerhard Waldheim and Karl 
Gruber, Austria’s first postwar 
foreign minister, both ack- 
nowledged Thursday that Kurt 
Waldheim committed errors of 
n mksin n in his autobiography and 
other statements about his war- 
time service. But they said he had 
nothing substantive to hide bec- 
ause he spent the war in the Bal- 
kans on low'-levet desk jobs or a 
translator after getting wounded 
on the Russian front m 1941. 

Dr. Waldheim was U.N. 
secretary-general from 1972 to 
1982, but the existence of a UJV. 
War Crimes Commission file imp- 
licating him personally “was as 
new to him (Kurt) as to everyone 
else” when it was uncovered a few 
weeks ago by foe World Jewish 
Congress (WJC) investigators, his 
son said. 

Mr. Gruber said be learned of 
the file only a few weeks ago, even 
though he was foreign minister for 
a decade, part of the time with Dr. 
Waldheim as his personal sec- 
retary. 


Zia starts offensive to discredit Bhutto 


ISLAMABAD (R) — President 
Mohammad Zia U1 Haq has lau- 
nched a counter-offensive against 
opposition leader Benazir Bhutto, 
- recalling excesses during her late 
father’s rule to discredit her claim 
to power. 

Gen. Zia said Thursday night 
some politicians should pray for 
forgiveness for their party’s past 
misdeeds rather than upset foe 
new civilian order by demanding 
early elections. 

He also reminded Ms. Bhutto, 
who has held massive rallies for 
new polls since returning from 
exile 15 days ago, that he could 
crush any opposition, but pre- 
ferred not to, foe official Ass- 
ociated Press of Pakistan (APP) 
reported. 

In a clear reference to Ms. Bhu- 
tto, 32-year-year-old daughter of 


Zalfikar All Bhutto — the man 
Zia overthrew in 1977 and who 
was later hanged — Gen. Zia 
sajd the press should expose pol- 
iticians. 

Gen. Zia, who has limited his 
criticism of Ms. Bhutto to remarks 
that her mass rallies were a waste 
of time, said nobody's life or hon- 
our was safe while her father’s 
Pakistan People’s Party (FPP) 
rul ed in tiie 1970s. She now leads 
the PPP. 

Gen. Zia repeated his position 
that elections would not be held 
before 1990 and said demands for 
early polls would not help con- 
solidate the civilian system ne had 
introduced. 

The new political system was set 
up following elections in February 
1985 in which parties were ban- 


ned. Martial law was lifted last 
December. 

Gen. Zia was speaking in Kar- 
achi at a symposium sponsored by 
the Urdu Digest, a conservative 
m agazine which vehemently att- 
acked former Prime Minister Bhu- 
tto as a dictator who harassed and 
even killed his opponents. 

He also queried Ms. Bhutto’s 
commitment to democracy, saying 
politicians clamouring for dem- 
ocracy should intr od uce it in then- 
own parties first. PPP officials are 
appointed by Ms. Bhutto rather 
than elected. 

Gen. Zia allowed Bhutto to be 
hanged in 1979 on a disputed con- 
viction for arranging foe murder 
of a political opponent despite 
ideas for clemency from around 
the world. 


Swazi king enthroned amid secrecy 


MBABANE (R) — Swaziland’s 
Crown Prince Vlakhosetive ass- 
umed the throne of this southern 
African kingdom Friday after a 
night of mystic rituals attended by 
only a handful of followers. 

Strict secrecy surrounded the 
enthronement rites, last he Id more 
than 60 years ago, with no more 
than 40 to 50 of foe country’s most 
important members of foe royal 
family and tribal elders present in 
the royal kraal. 

Custom dictated that the tee- 
nage prince, who turned 18 only 
last week, drank potent brews of 
herbs and plants and ate parts of 
certain animals to cleanse and str- 
engthen himself for bis new task as 
“ngwenyaraa" (lion) of the 


600,000-strong Swazi nation. 

A foil moon bathed the low- 
roofed complex of thatched huts 
and cattle byres set beneath a 
range of craggy hills that include 
the fabled "Sheba’s breasts." ■ 

The tribal elders who have dec- 
ided on the course of the cer- 
emony are traditionally shielded 
from public gaze and no official, 
word of the night's activities has 
been released. 

Tribal experts said the king 
would at some stage take an oath 
of office but would not necessarify 
ascend the buffalo skull throne his - 
father King Sobhuza ascended in 
1921, and there would be no pla- 
cing of a crown on his bead. 


Swazi officials said Thursday 
the only media allowed to witness 
foe event would be government 
film-makers to record the event 
for the countr y’s archives. __ 

Friday and Saturday have been 
declared public holidays with all 
bars closed until 5 pjn. following a 
strict warning by the prime min- 
ister, Prince Bbekimpi Dlamini. 
that no drunkenness would be all- 
owed to mar the solemnity of the 
occasion. 

Public celebrations will be held 
Saturday at the national stadium, 
with speeches and marefapasts, 
and on Sunday with a garden party 
for more than 10,000 people at 
foe royal palace. 


Soviet media assail U.S. stand on SALT 


MOSCOW (AP) — Soviet media 
continued to criticise the U.S. pos- 
ition on the SALT II arras- 
limitatkra treaty on Friday, des- 
pite President Ronald Reagan's 
decision to dismantle two nuclear 
submarines to avoid exceeding 
limitations of the treaty. 

The government press agency 
Noyosri said Mr. Reagan's" pre- 
liminary decision to scrap two 
missle -carrying Poseidon sub- 
marines when the new trident sub 
Nevada is launched next month 
reflects “foe logic of common 
sense.” 

But it contended that circles in 
Washington opposed to the move 
still threaten to undermine SALT 
II limitations on multiple- 
warhead missiles. 

"These circles are trying to 
cove r up their desire to destroy the 
existing systems of limitations 
with references to some ’vio- 
lations' of the treaty by the 
USS R.” Novosti said. 

“This is an old trick.” the press 
agency added, and reiterated Sov- 
iet denials that Moscow has vio- 
lated SALT n. 

The. official news agency TASS 
predicted that Washington would 
not let SALT D become an obs- 
tacle to new wv ipons pro- 


grammes. 

“The U5. leadership has to 
stage all kinds of shows as a cover 
for its actions aimed at creeping 
out of treaties and agreements.” 
TASS said. 

Washington officials said earlier 
this week that Mr. Reagan had 
decided to abide by SALT II lim- 
itations for the time being, but 
only if the Soviets also comply. 

They said Mr. Reagan overrode 
several key advisers in his decision 
to dismande foe two Poseidon 
submarines, thereby keeping the 
United States within the total of 
1,200 multiple-warhead missiles 
allowed by SALT II. 

The officials, who spoke on the 
condition they not be identified, 
indicated Mr. Reagan was keeping 
his options open on future com- 
pliance when new nuclear wea- 
pons become available towards 
the end of foe year. 

The SALT II treaty has not 
been ratified by Congress, but 
both .foe Soviets and the United 
States have raid they are abiding 
by its limitations. 

Each side has accused foe other 
in the past of violating provisions 
of the treaty. 

Reuter adds: U.S. congressional 


analysts raid an Thursday more 
Third World nations, including 
India and Brazil, are acquiring foe 
ability to deploy Ballistic missiles 
wifo which they could inflict great 
damage on ene mies. 

In a new study, foe Library of

missile programmes —and Egypt, 
Iraq, Libya, Syria and North. 
Korea — which have imported 
short-range Ballistic miss ties from 
foe Soviet Union. 


British royal family mourns 
death of Duchess of Windsor 


LONDON (R) — Britain’s 
family began mourning Friday for 
the Duchess of Windsor, the div- 
orcee who 50 years ago married 
the man who gave up his throne 
for her and triggered a con- 
stitutional crisis unparalleled in 
modem British history. Mrs. 
Wallis Simpson, the twice- 
divorced American socialite 
whose love affair with King Edw- 
ard VD3 rocked the monarchy and 
led to his abdication in 1936, died 
at her home in the Bois De Bou- 
logne outside Paris Thursday. She 
was 89. 

She will be boned next Tuesday 
alongside her husband at Fro- 
gmore, in the grounds of Windsor 
Castle, as a result of what the dir- 
ector of Burke’s Peerage mai- 
ntained was a deal struck by the 
Duke of Windsor wifo Britain's* 
Queen Elizabeth before his deaths 
in 1972. 

Harold Brooks-Baker, whose 
publication is foe handbook for 
foe British aristocracy, said Thu- 
rsday nigh t that the had del- 

ivered an ultimatum to foe queen 
that ukss he and his wife — who- 
was denied foe tide “her royal 
highness” throughout her life time 
— were buried in the royal plot at 
Frogmore, they would be interred 
together in foe United States. 

Said Brooks-Baker: “In the end 
it was easier to give in rather than 
face the duke being buried in 
America, so the queen agreed to 
his request He was determined 
that the duchess was going to be 
buried alongside him. " 

The queen was deeply moved 
on hearing of foe duchess's death, 

highly-placed royal sources said. 

“It was greeted asa very sad end 
to an unfortunate chapter in his- . 
toiy " the sources told Reuters. 

The body of foe duchess will be 
flown to London from Paris on 
Sunday in an aircraft sent per- 
sonally by Queen Elizabeth. 

Tuesday’s burial is expected to. 
be preceded by a service at SL 
George’s Chapel, in Windsor Cas- 


tle, attended by foe Queen and 
most of her family. 

The duchess had been in ill hea- 
lth since 1975, and paralysed from 
197 8 onwards. Her last years were 
spent confined to her bed in foe 
large mansion which had once 
been the centre of a glittering soc- 
ial circle headed by European 
royalty’s most glamorous exiles. - 

The announcement of her death 
came in a simple statement Thu- 
rsday from Buckingham Palace, 
the queen’s London residence. 

“It is announced wifo deep reg- 
ret that the Duchess of Windsor 
■died at 10 ajn. at ter residence in 
Paris,” it said. 

The queen has derided that 
there wul be no court mo urning 
for the duchess, which would have 
meant the royal family cancelling 
all engagements. 

Instead there wiU be what is cal- 
led “family mowing ” from noon 
Friday until after the funeral. 

Hus would permit roiaiiy to 
cany out official engagements but 
not social engagements except 
those for charity. 

When foe Duke of Windsor 
died a month short of his 78 th bir- 
thday in May 1972, full court 
mourning was observed for 13 
days. 

The death of foe duchess ends a 
chapter for the British royal family 
which saw a bitter ostracism last 
long after the drama of the abd- 
ication had laded from the nat-i 
km’s memory. 

The couple were shunned alu£~ 
ost until foe duke's death, wherr 
foe queen visited them m Paris 
shortly before he died. They bad 
visited Britain in 1968 for the 
unve iling of a memorial to his 
mother, Queen Maiy. 

The dudaess was a gnest at Boc- 
kingham Palace for ter husband's 
funeral but returned to Paris soon 
after. 

After that, she never set foot in 
Britain again except for a four- 
hour visit to lay flowers cm his 
grave a year after his death. 



Black rain falls 
in Tehran 

TEHRAN (R) - Black rain pel- 
ted (town on Tehran for 30 min- 
utes. dirtying cars and streets and 
prompting a warning for people 
with rang or heart disease to stay 
at home.

WELLINGTON <R) — Ame- 
ricans and New Zealanders win- 
tering at scientific bases in foe 
Antarctic are claiming the world’s 
coldest skinny dip after a weekend 
“swim” to mark the official start 
of foe southern winter. Antarctic 
.officials told Reuters 35 Ame- 
ricans and nine New Zealanders 
used a chain saw to cut through 
metre thick ice m front of New 
Zealand’s Scott Base in die Ross 
Sea regfcra. In air temperatures of 
minus 17 degrees centigrade low- 
ered to minus 44 because of wind 
chill, the swimmers stripped 
naked and raced 30 metres to plu- 
nge through foe hole in the icc into 
the minus 1.8 degree water. 

13-year-o!d girl 
jumps to her death 

TOKYO (AP) - A 13-year-old 
girl jumped to ber death from an 
eight-story building in Sapporo, 
police said. She was reportedly foe 
34th Japanese youth to commit 
suicide in three weeks. A police 
spokesman in the northern city, 
who spoke on foe condition of not 
being identified further, said foe 
girl disappeared Thursday eve- 
ning after telling a classmate that 
she wanted to die. Sapporo said a 
woman taking an early morning 
walk found the girl’s body in foe' 
garden of the apartment building. 
She -was foe 34fo teen-ager to 
commit suicide since 18 -year-old 
stager Yukflco Okada jumped to 
her death on April 8 from foe roof 
of foe seven-story building in 
Tokyo, authorities said.

Stallone had planned to 
attend the festival, which will be 
held in foe Mediterranean resort 
from May 8 to 19, but changed his 
mind because of tension after last 
week's US. air strikes against 
Libya, Viot told Reuters. “They 
are in a bit of a nervous state in 
America,” the festival director 
said- “Los Angeles is a long way 
from Europe and they seem to 
have a pretty strange view of what 
is happening here.” Stallone pla- 
yed a tough war veterun on a solo 
mission to Vietnam to rescue US.
